Citations and explanations 



Document 1 cited in the international search report 
indicates that one fluid passage and other fluid passages 
are positioned adjacent to one another with a porous sheet 
(filter) interposed therebetween, and substances in a 
liquid are moved between passages with a difference in 
pressure. Document 2 cited in the international search 
report indicates that an electrode is positioned in the 
recessed portion which forms part of the liquid passage, 
and the effect of the different polarity between a 
specific component in the liquid (protein, for example) 
and the electrode makes the specific component migrate to 
the recessed portion, effectively depositing the specific 
component on the electrode in the recessed portion. 

Taking the aforementioned facts into account 
document 1 discloses an inventions corresponding to the 
inventions set forth in claims 16 to 18 of this 
application, and document 2 discloses an invention 
corresponding to the invention set forth in claim 19 of 
this application. 

The inventions set forth in claims 1 to 15 and 20 to 
32 are not disclosed in documents 1 to 5, and would not be 
obvious to a person skilled in the art, and it would not 
be easy for a person skilled in the art to derive these 
inventions in the light of said documents. 
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
